Soldier stabbed in Hebron town centre

A border policeman was stabbed 
in the shoulder yesterday afternoon 
in the centre of Hebron. Security 
forces clamped a curfew on the Im- 
mediate area and mounted a search 
foe the assailant who escaped -into 
the town's narrow streets. 

Two people who were with the at- 
tacker, possibly to help him, were 
•held by security forces, Israel 
Radio reported last night. 

The soldier, bringing up the rear 


La a toot patrol, was attacked from 
behind by a youth as the 
troops moved through what is 
known as "Policeman's Square" in 
the centre of the town, which is still 
tense after a bloody terrorist attack 
* on Jewish settlers there earlier this 
month. Tough Border Police 
detachments were Introduced Into 
Hebron for the first time in several 
years to replace the soldiers who en- 
forced a 16-day curfew that followed 
that attack. 

Security forces on Sunday night 
sealed three homes in the 


Rashadlya refugee camp outside 
Nablus after establishing that three 
members of a gang who had at- 
tacked Israeli vehicles with Molotov 
cocktails had lived In them. Ad- 
vocate Felicia Laager visited the 
evicted families yesterday and has 
undertaken to challenge the step in 
the High Court of Justice. 

In Bethlehem, seven young Be- 
duln from the Za’afra camp near 
Herodlon were detained by security 
forces on suspicion of stoning a 
tourist bus earlier this month. 


Burg: Let’s meet to revive autonomy talks

Israel's chief; delegate to the 
autonomy negotiations. Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg, yesterday 
suggested that he and his Egyptian 
and American counterparts meet 
somewhere to create a new at- 
mosphere for resuming the 
deadlocked talks. >. 

Burg's suggestion was com- 
municated to U.S. Ambassador 
Samuel Lewis as 'the target 
deadline for the futile year-long" 
negotiations- ticked &way last night 
with no new schedule In sight 

Premier Menahem Begin yester- 
day indicated that the prospects of 
renewing the negotiations would re- 
main dim unless Egypt rescinded 
Its. decision to suspend the talks 
“pending gestures from Israel." 

He told visiting U.S. Secretary of 
Transportation NeU Goldsc hmid t 
that Israel was waiting to hear 
from the Egyptians that they agree 
to resume the negotiations. "Then 


all the parties can decitte on a 
timetable for renewing the talks," 
he said. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
cautioned a five-man U.S. con- 
gressional delegation, headed by 
New York Representative Lester 
Wolff, that final agreement on 
autonomy "may take some time 
because there are obstacles and dif- 
ficulties from bo many years that 
we have to overcome." 

. The resignation .of Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman will have 
no adverse effects on the autonomy 
talks' Shamir also told the con- 
gressmen. 

• 

Shamir conceded that Weizman 
had built up close personal 
friendships with Egyptian leaders. 
But he insisted that Wellman's 
departure from the scene Would not 
prejudice the course of the 
negotiations or their outcome. 

. Shamir stressed that there had 
been no differences of opinion 


within the cabinet on the basic 
issues of the autonomy 
negotiations. 

Weizman, he said, had seen eye to 
eye with the other ministers on the 
fundamental questions. 

Asked about an interview this 
week by Saudi Crown Prince Fahd 
in the "Washington Post,” Shamir 
said It did not represent a new at- 
titude. Fahd told “Washington 
Post” publisher Katharine Graham 
that Saudi Arabia would be wilting 
i to make full- peace -with Israel, »Yd 
persuade the Palestinians and 
other Arabs to do so to, tn return for 
an Israeli pledge to withdraw from 
all the territories. 

Meanwhile officials in Jerusalem 
last night said that they are un- 
aware of any substance to support 
Egyptian claims that a new for- 
mula was reached between 
Washington and Cairo for starting 
the autonomy negotiations on a 
fresh groundwork. (Egyptian reac-

Iranian firing 
squad executes 
Savak chief 

TEHERAN (UPI). — A firing 
squad yesterday executed the 
former head of Savak, the deposed 
shah's political police. In the 
southern city of Isfahan, Pars News 
Agency reported. 

Pars said that the Savak official, 
Abolfazl Taghavi, was charged 
with ordering the kill i n g, torture 
and arrests of scores of 
revolutionaries and clergymen in 
!the two years preceding the shah's 
]downfall. 

An Islamic court which Issued the 
death sentence also ordered con- 
fiscation of his property, Pars said. 


New Soviet space 
shot has Magyar 
cosmonaut 

MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 
Union yesterday launched a two- 
man space mission including the 
world’s first Hungarian cosmonaut, 
the Toss news agendy reported.

Kubasov, in 
command, was launched toward a 
linkup in orbit with the. manned 
Salyut-S space laboratory. The

Salyut-8 has been manned since 
April 10 by Soyttt-3B cosmonauts 
Leonid Popov and Valery Ryumin, 
who is the world's most travelled 
spaceman with 225 days in space to 
his credit.

KWANGJU (Reuter). — The death 
toll In South Korea's six-day upris- 
ing was put at morethan 230 yester- 
day as the army maintained 'psy- 
chological pressure on the armed 
militants still controlling the city. 

The disorganized citizens com- 
mittee purporting to rule Kwangju 
appealed for International Red 
Cross help and said hundreds of 
wounded could die through lack of 
drugs and proper care. 

Students, who threatened to blow 
up the city if the army attempted to 
crush the uprising, claimed that 280 
people had already died. 

A spokesman for the students, 
who are known to have at least 10 
cases of dynamite, told reporters 
they would fight off any army at- 
tack and as a last resort blow up the 
city. 

The 10,000 troops, bached by 
tanks, used bulldozers to sweep 
away student barricades during the 
night and rolled cautiously and 
steadily towards the rebel 
heartland around the provincial 
headquarters building. . 

But appeals from senior citizens 


that the action would antagonize 
the student commandos and cause 
more .bloodshed led to a partial 
withdrawal later in the day. 

Militarily, the army could take 
Kwangju in half an hour. But 
civilian deaths could leave the cen- 
tral government a bitter legacy and 
possibly spur uprisings among the 
thousands of people from depressed 
Cholla province working in other 
South Korean cities. There are a 
million potential sympathizers In 
the capital of Seoul alone. 

Leading citizens in Kwangju, 
anxious for a return to normal in 
the city of 800,000, are prepared 
to accept compensation for death, 
Injury and damage,, and an accep- 
tance by the authorities that 
brutality by special forces soldiers 
was the real cause of the rebellion. 

The hated special forces have 
been withdrawn - and the present 
troops are well disciplined with a 
higher than normal number of of- 
ficers. Tank guns at the barricades 
are not loaded and the .officers show 
an unc omm on political finesse.- 


Crowds await Obote’s return to Uganda 


MBARARA, Uganda (UPI). — 
Thousands of Ugandans streamed 
into this southwestern city yeater- 
1 day to witness the return from exile 
today of former president Milton 
Obote, the man overthrown by Idl 
Amin- in 1971, and the most con- 
[troversial politician on the Ugan- 
'dan scene. 

] The 54-year-old Obote ended nine 
.years of exile in Tanzania to return 
to Ms homeland, where he Is widely 
■expected to be a candidate for 
president when the ruling Military 
Commission finally permits elec- 
tions. probably later this year. 

Alter flying to Mbarara, Obote 


will travel by car to Bushenyi, 
50km. away, to address a public ral- 
ly of several thousand persons who 
began pouring Into the area yester- 
day cm specially arranged trucks 
and buses. 

There was no official explanation 
for Obote's decision .-to stage Ms 
return in one of the more remote 
parts of the country, but it. was 
widely believed that Ms supporters 
feared a potentially violent clash 
with opponents If he returned 
directly to the capital. Rumours 
were rampant of. a counter- 
demonstration to be held In Kam- 
pala. 


China admits Tibet errors 


{PEKING (UPI). — China admitted 
yesterday it had made mistakes in 
governing Tibet and said future 
policies must-have the "agreement 
of the Tibetan people." 

The rare ‘Chinese disclosure of 
problems in Tibet, broadcast by 
Radio Peking, follows a recent 
Soviet announcement that Moscow 
was ready to support Tibet's in- 
dependence movement, led' by the 
exiled spiritual leader, the Dalai 
Lama; 

The Dalai Lama has recently In-' 
dicated willingness to open a 
dialogue with Peking, and China's 
promise of administrative improve- 


ment is apparently an effort to woo 
the spiritual leader. . 

The Peking Radio broadcast 
carried a Communist Party notice 
wMch said official work in Tibet 
must “take the Tibetan people and 
their officials as being most impor- 
tant" and "not blindly push the ex- 
perience of the Han people" — the 
dominant group in China. 

China seized Tibet in 1931 and in 
the following decade Tibet's border 
with India was the scene of Mashes 
between the two armies. The notice 
said' that “defence must be con- 
solidated in the border area." 


Pressure 
on Sharon 
to stay 
out of race

TEL AVIV. — Powerful pressure 
from the prime minister's direction 
focused last night on Agriculture 
Minister Ariel Sharon, to dissuade 
hi™ from putting himself forward 
tor the post of defence minister 
following Ezer Weizman's resigna- 
tion. 

This, despite the fact that sources 
close to the prime minister say 
Sharon Is Menahem Begln's per- 
sonal favourite for the job. 

The front-runner for the position 
now appears to be the chairman of 
the, Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee, Moshe Arens. 
. Though he is no less hawkish than 
Sharon, his personality and 
temperament make him more 
acceptable to coalition partners. 

Sources close to the prime 
minister said that even an an- 
nouncement from Sharon that he is 
after the job would "cause great 
complications." It would put Begin 
on the spot in the face of great op- 
position to Sharon from Liberals 
and the Democratic Movement. To 
induce them to change their minds. 
Begin would require clout he may 
no longer wield, given the diminish- 
ed majority of Ms government. 

Sources In the Prime Minister’s 
Office say the problem would not be 
so acute If not for Begln's personal 
regard for Sharon. Begin ear- 
marked -the defence portfolio for 
Sharon in 1977, before political ex- 
igencies forced it Into Ezer Weiz- 
man's hand,' as a reward for having 
orchestrated the successful Likud 
election campaign. Even then, 
Begin wanted to keep Sharon in 
defence by creating the special job 
of chief of Internal security. This 
idea, however, was quashed by the 
Liberals. 

The sources in the Prime 
Minister's Office add that Sharon is 
aware of the hopelessness of his 
candidacy, especially In view of the 
tense relations between himself and 
most of his fellow cabinet 
members. 

They note that in the last few 
days Sharon was one of the few 
ministers to plead^wfth Weizman 
•id to quit — de-vite the vast 
differences of opisfw between 
them. 

Begin Is said to believe now that 
Sharon will not resign if. passed 
over for the job.

Begin launches 
all-out attack 
on Weizman 


‘Not enough 
for peace’

Ezer Weizman's letter of resigna- 
tion, which reached Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin yesterday after- 
noon and was then made available 
to the press. Is a condemnation of 
the government's performance in 
general and the leadership of the 
premier in particular. 

Delivered by "hand by the outgo- 
ing defence minister's personal 
aide, Aluf-Mlshne Ilan Tehila, 
Weizman's letter lambastes the 
government and Begin "for having 
driven the nation to the deepest 
ravine of depression it has ever 
known, not because of any objective 
difficulties, but through mis- 
; government. '* He reminded the 
premier that his resignation could 
.not have come as a surprise, since 
'they had openly exchanged in- 
creasingly hostile views many 
times in recent months. He was at 
serious odds with the government's 
peace, economic, and social 
policies, and had serious reser- 
vations about its general perfor- 
mance. 

The excuses the government had 
made over the past few years, that 
they had inherited a mess from the 
Alignment which it was no easy 
task to put right, no longer could be 
considered valid, be added. 

He could not forget the promise 
they had foreseen when planning 
the election campaign, he wrote 
Begin, only now to be faced with 
bitter disappointment brought on 
by poor government. 

His harshest words were reserv- 
ed, for what be felt was the 
government's mishomning of the 
peace process. .The way was wide 
open for progress, he wrote, and In- 
stead of marching surely forward, 
the government had chosen to mark 
time.- 

His main message was that Ms 
departure should not alter their 
collective resolve to do their utmost, , 
to maintain Israel's security ," 
regardless of who replaces Mm.

‘You tried 
to oust me’

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
last night struck back at outgoing 
defence minister Ezer Weizman in 
a written reply to the minister's 
letter of resignation, which was 
submitted earlier. In his letter to 
Weizman,' Begin accused hla 
former ally of hastiness, "shocking 
levity," and dlslngenuousness, and 
said Weizman had tried to displace . 
him from the premiership while 
Begin was abroad. 

The tone of Begln’s letter could 
fairly be described as very 
emotional. He responded par- 
ticularly angrily to Weizman's ac- 
cusation that the government was 
"marking time" on a peace settle- 
ment Instead of following the cor- 
rect path to a comprehensive 
peace. ] 

Political observers last night said 
that the premier's unprecedentedly 
harsh response to Weizman’s 
criticisms of the government would 
almost certainly spell the end of the 
outgoing defence minister's 
membership of the Herut party. 

On the charge that the govern- 
ment Is responsible tor not moving 
along the right road to peace. Begin 
wrote: 

"The severity of this accusation 
is Immeasurable. A man who serv- 
ed for three years as defence 
minister in the government of 
Israel has accused that government 
of responsibility for lack of 
progress in its efforts for peace. 

"It Is obvious that he (Weizman) 
knows that the charge lacks all 
basis. We signed a peace treaty 
with Egypt, tor .the rake of wMch' 
we made many sacrifices; the 
ministerial committee for* the 
autonomy negotiations of Judea, 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip con-

Camp David accord, in good faith 
and with unflagging efforts to reach 
agreement. 

"The Egyptian proposals on 
Jerusalem, on security and on the 
meaning of autonomy, which com- 
pletely contradict the Camp David 
accords and endanger the safety, 
existence and future of the state, 
are the obstacles which have 
delayed the negotiations, which 
have also been Interrupted twice by 
the Egyptians. 

"If these are the reasons for the 
defence minister's resignation — 
after he himself rejected the 
proposals of General AU on the 
question of security — there is no 
way of measuring the gravity of 
this act. 

"You have conducted yourself 
with shocking levity out of a desire 
to appear once again in certain 
countries abroad as the sole 'pur- 
suer of peace’ In a government the 
rest of whose members want to 
frustrate it." 


. The premier recalled Welzman's 
enthusiasm for the peace treaty 
with Egypt — "couched in 
superlatives such as I had never 
heard before" — when It was signed 
14 months ago. “And now suddenly 
nothing the government of Israel 
does can satisfy you, especially in 
relation to peace." 

The premier concluded: "You 
were given the opportunity — and 
perhaps I was among those who 
gave It to you — to fill the central 
position of defence minister in the 
Government of Israel, in a period of 
high significance. But you, out of 
Impatience and ill-considered haste 
tried to oust me from my position, 
openly, on television, while I was in 
the United States on a mission of 
national importance. 

"... You were given a rare oppor- 
tunity. Mr. Defence Minister, but 
you failed to realize it, because of 
ambitiousnesa whose extent deflea 
the Imagination. 

"Yours truly, M. Begin."

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Choice of Weizman successor 
occupies coalition factions

Defence Minister Bzer Welz- 
man's resignation and the choice of 
his successor kept most of the coali- 
tion factions closeted In lengthy 
meetings yesterday. However, 
everyone realized that despite all 
the talk. Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin will name his own defence 
minister — and take as long as he 
needs to come to a decision. 

When Begin told Herut that he 
would appoint Welzman's 
successor as soon as possible, he 
added that they could be sure about 
the "soon," but the "possible" was 
the key word. 

Begin said he had decided he 
wanted Yitzhak Shamir as his 
foreign minister long before he was 
In a position to announce that ap- 
pointment. because of the need to 
get the consent of "an important 
wing of the Likud" (the Liberals). 

The Herat wing resolved, after a 
tranquil two-hour session, that 
Begin would decide on the next 
defence minister. They asked him 
to decide speedily, and to appoint a 
Herut man. 

Only three Herut MKs tried In 
vain to persuade the wing to ex- 
press its regret at Welzman's exit. 
The rest pooh-poohed the idea loud- 
ly.. 

Deputy Defence Minister 
Mordechai Zipori, who is also one of 
tbe hopefuls, said: “The Defence 
Ministry is paralysed, a new 
minister must be found before the 
week Is out.” 

Michael Dekel said: "Weizman 
never had any supporters inside the 
Herut party." 

Dov Shil&nsky said: "The next 
minister need not be a Herat man, 
but he must be a Greater Israel 
man." 


Halm Corfu, the coalition whip, 
said that Weizman voiced Herut 
principles more effectively at times 
than those who now sought his 
blood. 

Yosef Rom said that public .sup- 
port for Begin was high despite the 
polls, and he would Increase his 
prestige further if he appeared 
regularly on television. 

The liberal wing of the Likud 
passed a two-part resolution calling 
on the prime minister to consult it 
before making the appointment, 
but naming a delegation to go to 
Weizman and ask him to withdraw 
his resignation. 

Deputy Premier Simha Ehrlich 
noted that, of Israel's six defence 
ministers, only two had been 
soldiers. The Liberal Party had a 
right to request the defence port- 
folio, he believed. 

Energy Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
said the Liberals should decide they 
wanted the portfolio and proceed to 
insist on It. ^ 

Minister without Portfolio Moahe 
Nissim said the government would 
not pursue a different foreign policy 
just because of Welzman’s exit. 
Welzman’s role in maintaining in- 
ternal equilibrum should not be ex- 
aggerated. ‘he added. 

In the National Religious Party 
faction, the Innocuous decision was 
to urge the NRF ministers to see 
that a new defence minister was 
named as swiftly as possible. 

Only three NRP men said Welz- 
man's exit obligated the party -to 
hold a full-dress debate cm the coali- 
tion and Its place therein. These 
were faction chairman Yehuda 
Ben-Meir and doves David Glass 
and Avraham Melamed. 

Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer said there was no need to 
be downhearted because ol Welz- 


man’s resignation. "This 
government’s fortunes are not 
falling," Hammer said. 

Religious Affairs Minister 
Aharon Abuhatzelra said: ‘The 
hawks ganged up against Weizman 
over the defence budget issue, just 
to screw him." 

Interior Mlnlster .Yosef Burg said 
there was nothing, reprehensible 
about scrutinizing the defence 
budget to see, for example, whether 
a multi -billion-shekel defence pro- 
ject could be staggered over five 
and a half years. Instead of five. 


The secretariat of the 
Democratic Movement resolved 
that It was self-evident that Begin 
would consult all coalition partners 
before proposing & ‘candidat e for 
defence minister, or making other 
cabinet changes which might 
derive therefrom. 

The reference to other cabinet 
changes left open tbe possibility, 
among others, that Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir might 
move to the Defence Ministry, 
enabling Justice Minister Shmuel 
Tam It to seek the Foreign Ministry. 


There were no significant calls to 
the DM to leave the coalition 
because Weizman was resigning. 
Deputy Premier Ylgael YacHn said 
that while Weizman was usually 
closer in outlook to the DM 
ministers than others, on at least 
one occasion he bypassed the 
Ministerial Settlement Committee 
and decided directly with 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
on the establishment of seven new 
■settlements, which the DM appeal- 
ed. 

"Weizman sometimes gave the 
Impression outside that he was 
more dovish than he really was on 
the Inside," Yadin said. 


Sadat: U.S. must break autonomy deadlock

WASHINGTON (AP).— Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat says the 
U.S. must .come forward with Its 
own proposals to break the 
deadlock that prevented Egypt and 
Israel from meeting yesterday’s 
target date for an agreement on 
Palestinian autonomy. 


"That is what I am asking 
now...," Sadat said in an Interview 
in Egypt with Katharine Graham, 
publisher of the “The Washington 
Post." "It may be an American 
paper, an American proposal or 
American efforts between us and 
Israel to find some compromise in 
between so we can proceed with the 
talks.” 

The interview was published in 


yesterday's editions of "The 
Washington Post.” Sadat also told 
Graham that, despite the delay, the 
autonomy negotiations "will never 
collapse, for the very simple reason 
that between Egypt and Israel 
there Is a treaty now, there are 
good relations, there is good 
neighbourliness, there is a table 
around which we sit even if we are 
different. We ait together to discuss 
things.” 

Sadat said there should be no 
preconditions for any party, "from 
us or from them." In particular, 
Sadat said he was upset by draft 
legislation In the Knesset on the 
status of Jerusalem. 

"But this way of trying to make a 
law In tbe Knesset regarding 
Jerusalem creates a sort of precon- 
dition. ..No party should put precon- 


ditions or pressures on the other.' 

Sadat was also critical of Israeli 
settlements. "And for that I am tell- 
ing the Israelis fro m time to time. 
— and you should tell them — that 
they shouldn't adopt such selfish 
policies like this. Because instead 
of bringing 800 million Moslems to 
our camp, through their attitude — 
their selfish, egoist policies, the 
Israelis — we are losing &0 million 
Moslems," he said. 

On another topic, Sadat proposed 
that American F-13 jets fighters 
and other sophisticated U.S. 
weapons be permanently stationed 
in Egypt to be turned over im- 
mediately to American forces in 
times of crises In the Middle East. 

But he said he would never accept 
American combat troops or a per- 
manent U.S. base on Egyptian soil. 


On May 26 ‘target date’: 

Egypt sees hope in Fahd, 
short life for Begin gov’t

CAIRO. — The Egyptian media 
greeted May 26 with headlines an- 
nouncing that Saudi Arabia was on 
the verge of joining the Camp 
David peace process and that 
Defence Minister Ezer Welzman’s 
resignation was bound to 
precipitate the collapse of the Begin 
government. 

But In a statement to reporters In 
Cairo, the new foreign minister. 
Gen. Katnal Hassan AU, blamed 
Israel’s "slowness” at the 
negotiating table and its continued 
settlement poUcy for the failure to 
reach an accord. He said It was up 
to Israel to pave the way by 
“halting its cruel and inhuman 
treatment" of Palestinians In the 
occupied territories. 


Observers said Egypt was put- 
ting a brave face on Its failure to 
produce tangible results for the 
people of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip by the target date for comple- 
tion of the autonomy talks, and 
rekindling Its two greatest hopes — 
that the moderate Arabs will lend 
their weight to President Anwar 
Sadat's peace Initiative and that the 
Begin government will just dis- 
appear. 


The influential newspaper "Al- 
Gomhourlya” described a state- 
ment from Saudi Crown Prince 
Fahd that the Saudis would help 
negotiate a peace settlement 
between Israel and the Arabs as 
"an important development in- 
dicating a Saudi reassessment of 
the situation.” Prince Fahd's condl 
tion <"lf Israel withdrew from 
territories occupied In - 1967") was 
heavily played down. 

Observers said Fahd's comments 
did not represent a radical change 
In the Saudi position since he had 
insisted the Palestinians be given 
territory to establish their own 
state. 

But Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Butros Gbali said Fahd’s 
statements were "an encouraging 
sign." 

News stories on Welzman's 
resignation all but ignored Ms dis- 
agreement with the finance 
minister over cuts In the defence 
budget, concentrating Instead on 
Welzman's objections to Jewish 
settlement in densely populated 
Arab areas and to the government’s 
hard line on autonomy. 

Editorials described his decision 
to quit as "jumping off a sinking 
ship and betting on a- horse other 
than the losing Begin horse.” 


U.S. gov’t keeps quiet on 
Ezer Weizman’s departure

WASHINGTON. — The Carter ad- 
ministration yesterday continued 
its public silence on outgoing 
Defence Minister Ezer Welzman's 
resignation. 

This silence contrasted sharply 
with the very warm statement 
released last October by then- 
secretary of state Cyrus Vance 
praising Moahe Dayan Immediate- 
ly following his resignation as 
foreign minister. 

Welzman's resignation is seen 
here as likely to result In early 
national elections, although U.S. of- 
ficials are carefully trying to avoid 
any appearance that Washington 


might be encouraging such a 
development. 

One U.S. source noted that the 
government of Premier Menahem 
Begin would merely be strengthen- 
ed domestically by any such ac- 
cusation. 

Clearly, the fall of the Begin 
government would serve President 
Jimmy Carter's own domestic 
political interests very well. New 
Israeli elections would 
automatically put the deadlocked 
autonomy negotiations in 
diplomatic limbo, thereby avoiding 
any immediate need for extensive 
U.S. pressure on Israel to make ad- 
ditional concessions during a U.S. 
election campaign. 


Navon, Histadrut show concern at 
foreign workers building airbases 


Jerusalem Post Staff and Itim 
President Yitzhak Navon last 
night obliquely criticized the 
employment of foreign workers to 
build the new airfields in the Negev. 

Speaking at a ceremony in the 
capital in which he gave awards to 
outstanding exporters, Navon ask- 
ed the representative of Solel 
Boneh: "Are you capable of 
building the Negev airfields?" 
When the construction company's 
man replied without hesitation, 
“Yea. of course," the president 
responded. "Well, that’s been a 
well-kept secret up to now." 

Solel Boneh received an award 
for exporting know-how and for Its 
building activities throughout the 
world in the past ten years. 

' The Histadrut also showed in- 
terest yesterday In the question of 
who builds the bases, following 


Frida's walkout of 819 Portuguese 
workers from tbe Ramon base. 

Israeli workers should be hired to 
replace them, a Histadrut 
spokesman said. 

The labour federation responded 
as Gene Gamble, & spokesman far 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
which is responsible for the work 
there, said he expected 
replacements to be recruited In 
Portugal. 

Neither Gamble nor Richard 
Wade, personnel manager at the 
construction site, would comment 
on the Histadrut statement.

He re- 
quested an urgent meeting with 
Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvttz 
and the Defence Ministry's 
director-general, Yosef M&'&yan. 


EEC to adopt 
‘clear position’ 
on Middle East 


BONN fUPI). — West German 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietzich 
Genscher yesterday concluded 
talks with Egyptian Vice-President 
Hosnl Mubarak and said that the 
nine Common Market countries 
would work out "a clear position’ 
on the Middle East problem at their 
next summit meeting In Venice in 
June. 

The Egyptian and West German 
politicians agreed that a solution to 
the Middle East conflict should em- 
brace agreement an Palestinian 
self-determination and the fate of 
Jerusalem while guaranteeing 
Israel's existence. 

These are the key points that 
have stalled the autonomy talks 
between Israel, Egypt and the U.S. 

Mubarak visited Bonn on his way 
back from Washington. 

Genscher said the nine members 
of the European Economic Com- 
munity "Intended to work out a 
clear position on the Middle East 
problem" at their summit in Venice 
June 12 to 13. 

Reports from Cairo have 
suggested the Egyptians are cool 
about tbe much-discussed idea of a 
European Initiative on tbe Middle 
East, and still see the U.S., as the 
best available agent for reaching 
agreement. _ _

The senator from New York was 
drawing on Ms experience as 
America's UN envoy while ad- 
dressing the annual meeting of cor- 
porate members of the Jerusalem 
Institute of Management at the Dan 
Hotel on Sunday night. His main 
theme was the need for the free 
world to unite in the face of the 
threat to Its survival from 
totalitarian forces.

China to a lesser degree, behind 
OPEC's destabilization of the 
world's economies. 

Moynihan, a member of the U.S. 
Senate Intelligence Committee, 
warned that the Soviets were using 
their clients among the non-aligned 
countries (like Cuba) against tbe 
free world by disrupting their 
economies through constant oil In- 
creases. He regretted that the 
democracies were not as adept as 
the Soviets in word manipulation in 
the ongoing ideological struggle at 
international forums.

But police sources said yesterday 
that they learned of plans for 
Ze’evi's appointment only on Sun- 
day, even though they f had heard 
that Burg was' planning to establish 
a committee to study the police.

TEL AVIV. — Over half the popula- 
tion think the government should 
resign, and even more favour early 
elections, according to the latest 
Jerusalem Post poll conducted by 
the Modl'in Ezrachl applied 
research centre among a represen- 
tative sample of 1,302 adults. The 
poll was held earlier this month. 

When asked whether the govern- 
ment should step down right away 
or stay on, oi.5 per cent wanted it 
out, 40.9 per cent wanted it to hold 
on, 1.6 per cent had other answers, 
and 6 per. cent could not make up 
their minds. 

Fewer were undecided — 3.4 per 
cent — when it came to holding ear- 
ly elections, with 55.1 per cent for 
and 41.5 per cent against. 

Centre director Amlram Yarkoni 
noted that more women (53.2 per 
cent) than men (50.4 per cent) want 
the government to resign. The ratio 
rises as regards early elections, 
with 57.9 per cent of women and 45.3 
per cent of men in favour. The 
government is particularly un- 
popular among the 23-30 age group 
(58.8 per cent want it to resign). 

• second-generation sabras (57 per 
cent), blue-collar workers (56.3 per 
cent) , the non-religious (62.8) , 
those living In rural areas (65.6 per 
cent), and — not unexpectedly — 


those who voted for Labour (S3.b 
per cent) and the defunct 
Democratic Movement for Change 
(64.6 per cent). 

Those favouring early elections 
present a similar profile with the 
demand equally high among upper- 
and lower-income strata, and 
strong among the 23-30 and 41-50 
age groups. Opposition to early 
elections is marked among 
Jerusalemites. 

If elections were held now, an In- 
dependent Rail slate led by Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvits would win 
7-3 per cent of the votes, or nine 
Knesset seats. But If such a Ust 
were headed by Moshe Dayan, it 
would get 10.0 per cent or 13 seats, 
the poll shows. 

Those interviewed were asked 
how they would vote if the Likud 
broke up before the elections and 
Hurvltz lead an independent Rail 
list on a platform of strong 
economic measures and the reten- 
tion of the administered territories 
for security purposes. The results 
were Rafi. 7.2 per cent; Likud 
(minus Rafi). 12.7 per cent;

Merchant jailed 
for failing to 
deliver the goods 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A woman’s 
business success story ended in the 
district court here yesterday when 
Rivka David, 27, of Petah Tikva 
was sentenced to three years in jail 
for theft and fraud. 

The court heard that David, who 
is married and has young children, 
began trading in electrical goods 
when she discovered she could buy 
them at a discount from a nearby 
store. She first sold them to friends 
and relatives, but business expand- 
ed quickly and by 1079 she had a 
sub-agency and was supplying 
customers all over the country. Her 
turnover was IS3m. for the three 
.years ending 1979. 

But in that year she received 
large sums of money from 52 clients 
and failed to supply or even order 
the goods they had purchased from 
her. She defrauded her clients of 
IS 770,000.

year, to 57,000. 

But even that is a far cry from the 
100,000 unemployed predicted when 
the government’s new economic 
measures were Introduced last 
November, Katz said. 

Surveying his ministry's ac- 
tivities in the Knesset, Katz also 
took a poke at the Alignment when 
he recalled that in the dark days of 
the 1967 recession, the unemployed 
had constituted 10.4 per cent of the 
labour force. Today the figure is 4.3 
per cent. 

Katz said that despite all that has 
been done to protect the real value 
of pensions and allocations to the 
needy, the erosion of these 
payments under conditions of 
three-digit inflation was still a 
serious problem.

Bush quits 
GOP race 

HOUSTON i Reuter). — George 
Bush effectively dropped out of the 
race for the Republican presiden- 
tial nomination yesterday, but said 
he was stiii technically a candidate. 

He conceded that his opponent 
Ronald Reagan had the nomination 
wrapped up and said he had sent 
him a congratulatory telegram. 
Bush added, however, that he was 
technically staying in the race so 
that he could qualify for federal 
campaign matching funds that 
would reduce his mounting cam- 
paign debt. 

Bush said that public perceptions 
that the race was over, and finan- 
cial problems, prompted his deci- 
sion to quit. Over the weekend his 
Aides sold he would heed Sim. U he 
contested the final round of 

primaries on June 3. 

James Baker, Bush's campaign, 
manager, said the Bush campaign 
had spent J 16 . 2 m. and had a deficit 
of around 3300,000. Federal cam- 
paign matching funds are needed to 
close the gap, he said. 

Under U.S. election law an active 
candidate receives matching funds 
■ for the amounts he raises as long as 
he remains a candidate. 

Bush said he was cancelling cam- 
paign appearances in Ohio and New 
Jersey but did not rule out some 
campaigning to help hie supporters 
seeking to become delegates in the 
final round of primaries on June 8. 
•He will urge his 200 pledged 
delegates to vote for Reagan on the 
first convention ballot. Bush- added. 

Libyans held for killing 
compatriot in Greece 

ATHENS (AP). — Three Libyans 
were taken into custody for 
questioning In connection with the 
murder of a Libyan worker here 
last week, police disclosed yester- 
day. 

Police who refused to identify the 
men, said two of the suspects were 
students at technical schools .here, ! 
the third, a 50-year-old man. arriv- 
ed in Greece a month ago.

SA riot police hold 
protesting clerics 


JOHANNESBURG (UPI). - 
Heavily, armed dot police arrested 
52 protesting church leaders in 
Johannesburg and tear-gassed 
demonstrating, students In Cape 
Town yesterday in a mounting con- 
frontation over racial discrimina- 
tion in South Africa's school 
system. 

The mass arrest of the clergymen 
by . police armed with automatic 
rifles and batons took place as they 
tried to march on Johannesburg's 
police headquarters to protest 
against the weekend arrest of a 
prominent Coloured minister. 

The Rev. John Thome, former 
head of the South African Council of 
Churches, was detained on Satur- 
day after he threw his weight 
behind a month-old school boycott 
by Coloured and Indian students 
protesting against their being 
deprived of an education equal to 
that of whites. 

The church leaders endorsed the 
Rev.- Thorne's position in 
pamphlets . they gave to passing 
motorists and. pedestrians before 
. the police swooped on them. 


Curfew following violence 
in India’s Assam state 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Curfew 
was imposed on nine towns in In- 
dia’s northeastern Assam state 
yesterday after anti-immigrant un- 
rest' flared into violence, leaving 
five dead and more than 2,000 
wounded. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency said police opened fire 
to break up clashes between rival, 
groups in two villages in Goalpara 
district in western Assam. 
Casualties were not immediately 
known. 

In Bongaigaon in the same dis- 


trict, police waded into a crowd 
with batons to end fighting. 

Bongaigaon became the third 
town to be put under indefinite 
curfew. 

The industrial town of Tunsukhia 
has been under curfew since May 
17, after rioting in which five people 
were killed. 

More than 80 people have died In 
Assam in the eight-month-old agita- 
tion against immigrants, mostly 
from Bangladesh and Nepal. 

The All-Assam Student Union has 
demanded the deportation of 3.5 
million people. 


Sofia, Damascus rapprochement seen soon 


VIENNA (Reuter). — President 
Todor Zhivkov of Bulgaria will visit 
Iraq soon to end a diplomatic crisis 
that followed the killing last 
December of two Iraqis in a student 
battle In Sofia. 


Iraq temporarily froze relations 
with Bulgaria and ordered 150 Iraqi 
students to leave Sofia after the 
clash between Iraqi communist and 
non-communist students in the 
Bulgarian capital. 


Waldheim asks $181m. aid for Kampuchea 


GENEVA (Reuter). — United 
Nations Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim yesterday appealed to 
the world for 5181 m. for food and 
other humanitarian aid to avert 
famine In Kampuchea. 

In an opening address to a two- 
day meeting attended by 60 states, 
Waldheim said a massive effort 
was needed to stave off catastrophe 
in that ravaged country. 

He said the 1181m. was required 
to make up an estimated $284m. to 
be spent on an aid programme to 
Kampuchea run Jointly by the 
International Committee of the Red 
Cross (ICRC) and the UN 


Children's Fund (UNICEF). 

Waldheim listened to his own 
speech, read by Under-Secretary- 
General Sir Robert Jackson, in 
Charge of UN assistance to In- 
dochina. UN officials said 
Waldheim was suffering from a 
sore throat and had loot his voice.

He said a fully effective system of 
monitoring delivery of supplies was 
still not functioning despite the ef- 
forts of UN agencies and the ICRC.

Anglican Bishop Timothy Bavin of 
Johannesburg, the current 
secretary-general of the Council of 
Churches, and leading figures In 
the Catholic, Presbyterian, 
Methodist.

The 50 men and two women of all 
races sang “Onward Christian 
Soldiers" as they were loaded into 
the police vans to be taken to police 
headquarters in John Vorster 
Square for questioning. A police 
spokesman said all were being 
charged under the Riotous 
Assemblies Act, which carries a 
maximum sentence of 100 days’ im- 
prisonment.

Turks say they control 
U.S.- manned NATO bases 


ANKARA (AP). — A Turkish 
Senate study concludes that the 
Turkish government has full 
authority over the newly opened 
U.S.-manned bases in this NATO- 
m ember country, sources reported 
yesterday. 

"It is out of question that the U -S. 
and NATO facilities In Turkey will 
create a problem," the study, un- 
dertaken by a defence committee of 
the Turkish upper house, said. 

"...It is also out of question for 
Turkey to be dragged into a war as 
a result of a fait accompli," the 
study said. 

The Turkish parliament began 
discussing in detail the new U.S.- 
Turklsh defence cooperation agree- 
ment which was signed in the 
Turkish capital on March 29. 

The accord provides for the 
reopening of a dozen U.S.-operated 


bases In Turkey, which were closed 
In re taliati on against a U.S. con- 
gressional arms embargo enacted 
as a punishment for Turkey's inva- 
sion of Cyprus in 1974. 

The signing of the five-year 
agreement drew criticism against 
the six-month-old conservative 
minority government of Premier 
Suleyman Deroirel from a wide 
variety of leftist groups. 

Many of the bases were used in 
the past to eavesdrop on Soviet 
naval and nuclear activities across 
the Black Sea and the rugged 
eastern Turkish mountains. 

The Senate report stressed that 
the Turkish government and the 
armed forces have full control of 
the monitoring stations, but propos- 
ed “an effective supervision and 
controlling mechanism" to prevent 
"their usage except for joint 
defence purposes.” 


U.S. leads in death row 
population, says Amnesty 


LONDON (UPI). — Amnesty Inter- 
national said yesterday the U.S. 
had more criminals awaiting ex- 
ecution than nearly any country in 
the world and could inadvertantly 
he teaching other nations to use 
violence to stifle dissent. 

The London-based human rights 
group issued its warning in a report 
calling for a moratorium on death 
penalties and urging U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter to set up a commis- 
sion on capital punishment. 

"As, of February 1980, there were 
more than 600 people under 
sentence of death in the U.S., one of 
the largest such populations known 
in the world," Amnesty Inter- 
national said. 

"Should executions of even a 
small number of those currently un- 
der sentence of death actually oc- 
cur, the government's position on 
human rights would be undermined 
and the tendency of other 


governments to respond to political 
or social unrest with executions 
would to that extent be reinforced." 

Amnesty International said it 
sent a proposal to Carter on April 14 
urging him to establish a presiden- 
tial commission "to examine 
whether executions violated the 
country's international com- 
mitments to human rights." 

A spokesman for Amnesty Inter- 
national said the report was issued 
after its secretary-general, Martin 
Ennals, visited the U.S. to discuss 
capital punishment with officials In 
California, Ohio, Georgia -and 
Washington, D.C. 

"A presidential commission 
could remove the issue of the death 
penalty from the political and 
emotional climate which now sur- 
rounds it In the U.S., and would 
provide objective information for 
the guidance of officials, legislators 
and the public." the group told 
Carter. 


Tokyo braces for Hua’s visit today 


TOKYO (Reuter). — Police here 
are prepared for violent rightist 
demonstrations against Chinese 
Premier Hua Guafeng's visit to 
Japan, starting today, police said 
yesterday. 

About 10,000 police will be on duty 
guarding Hua during his five-day 
visit, which some Japanese see as 


part of a Chinese move to turn 
Japan into a Communist state. 

Hua is scheduled to have two 
meetings with Japanese Prime 
Minister Masayoshi Ohira today 
and tomorrow. He is expected to 
discuss the situation in Afghanistan 
and South Korea as well as bilateral 
economic relations. 


Chinese official exeented for gold theft 


PEKING (Reuter). — An official 
who stole 40.35 kilos of gold from his 
factory in 1961 and hid It in his stove 
for 19 years has been executed, 
"The People's Daily" said yester- 
day. 

The paper said the man, Guan 
Qlngchang, 54, used his authority in 
the factory In the northeast Chinese 


city of Shenyang to steal the gold, 
worth nearly $750,000 at today's 
prices. 

"But in socialist China, he 
couldn’t eat the gold, he couldn't 
use it. He couldn't sell it and he 
couldn't spend it...” the paper said. 
"He never guessed that his 19 years 
of golden dreams would disappear 
so quickly."

-Bernoull principle, the fester the 
velocity of air, the lower the air 
pressure. So we’re creating a

"That vacuum then sucks the car 
down to the track." 

The effect of the “ground effects" 
principle ia to give these In- 
dianapolis care superb cornering 
ability. The speed of racers always 
has been limited by the necessity to 
turn corners. 

And now those wide tires have 
more help than ever. The vacuum 
under the car pulls the m ffthiwa 
down, so it goes through the turns 
much faster. There ia leaa slide. A 
“ground effects" car Is glued to the 
racing surface by that vacuum and 
will react immediately to steering. 

While the "ground effects" car 
made its first appearance at In- 
dianapolis lost year — A1 Unaer led 
for 85 laps In Hall’s wonder »ttH 1 the 
transmission broke — the principle 
was proven effective long before by 
Colin Chapman with team Lotus in 
Formula One racing and by Hall 
himself in American road racing. 

Rail, 44, is a mechanical 
engineer, who drove his own road 
racers for a decade before getting 
out of the cockpit and sitting down 
full-time at the drafting board. 

Almost 20 years ago, he thought, 
“If you've got all these forces, why 
not make them work for you?" 

He was thinking of aerodynamic 
forces. 

AH race car builders were con- 
founded by aerodynamics. They 
didn't know what to do about the 
awesome pressures created by 
moving a bulky automobile through 
the air at speeds over 100 miles

fought what they considered to be a 
negative force," Hall said. “They 
concentrated on things to reduce 
that negative force. -They lowered 
the bodies, extended the tails, 
rounded the edges." Inspiration 
often visits without knocking. "It 
just popped Into my mind to take 
these *negatlve' forces and zpake 
something positive out of them," 
Hall said. 

Having driven around corners at 
speed, he knew that every racer 
wants traction, more traction. 

"So I put a wing on a car, just to 
see what would happen," Hall said. 

Inserting a wing into that tur- 
bulent air over a race car. Hall 
created a force that pinned the rear 
end of the car to the track better. 
"Downloading," he called it. Pretty 
soon, every car on every track had 
some sort of wing at the back. 

The problem with a wing ia that 
while it helped stick the car to the 
track in the turns, it created a wind- 
resistant drag that slowed the car 
down the straightaway. So Hall 
made the wing movable. The 


driver, like an airplane pilot, con- 
trolled the wing. Down the 
straights, the driver moved the 
wing so It presented a thin edge to 
the air. In the corner, he set it so it 
caught the air. 

Then, in 1970, Hall came up with 
the Chaparral 2-J,. a technological 
development so superior to' its con- 
temporaries that Inside a year it 
was made Illegal. Hall had built two 
fans under the car to help create the 
ground effects vacuum. . 

“It was much faster than 
anything else on the Can- Am cir- 
cuit," Hall said. “They ruled it off 
because it had a movable 
aerodynamic surface, they said. 
That was bull. That rule had been 
written for my wings, not for my 
fans. All they had to do was say, we 
don't want to run this concept."

Rebuilt engines for the growing 
legion of cars are now av aila ble for 
the first time here. 

The man behind the move is 
Efraim Latah, a 70-year-old 3a bra 
who has spent most of his life 
rebuilding engines for the 
nation's bus cooperatives, trucking 
firms, kibbutzim and the defence 
forces. Now he has opened a 
production line of hia own to 
provide motorists with “ready- 
made" engines, rebuilt to factory 
specifications, to replace car 
engines requiring a complete 
overhaul. 

Laiah, president of Manoey Beit 
She an, told The Jerusalem post 
recently: “Overhauling of car 
engines in Israel is more common 
than In many other countries. 
Elsewhere, many motorists would 
rather trade in their well-worn cars 
and buy a new one. But here, where 
the tariffs and taxes treble the real 
price of an automobile, people tend 
to overhaul their cars up to three 
times before getting rid of them. 

“Today, the overhaul Is still an 
expensive and longdrawn-out af- 
fair, done In the neighbourhood one- 
man shop. You must leave your car 
there for about a week — and that 
is. provided the operator can readi- 
ly get all the replacement parts he 
needs. 

“What I am offering Is a one-day 
exchange service. A car-owner 
tells his serviceman he needs an 
engine overhaul. The serviceman 
calls us up with an order for a 
factory-rebuilt engine of the same 
type. We deliver the article, expert- 
ly re-constructed from scratch by 
our top mechanics. Our delivery 
man picks up the old engine, which 
is brought back to our plant and 
rebuilt for the next customer. 

“All the car owner’s serviceman 
has to do is install our engine. The 
job takes only a few hoars." 

Hie idea, Laish explains, is not 
novel. In the U.3., Britain and other 
developed countries, auto 
technicians*' time is utilized for 
diagnosing troubles and making 
mechanical repairs, rather than on 
routine operations such as dis- 
mantling engines, reborlng

the rescue

cylinders, removing carbon 
deposits and installing connecting 
rods. 

Jerusalem-born Efraim Laish 
took to engine work as a youth, by 
enrolling in the Neve Shalom 
technical school in Tel Aviv. Upon 
graduation in 1933 he was lucky 
enough to be abie to buy a lathe and 
opened his own one-man shop in 
downtown Tel Aviv. He had only 
two customers, both of them bus 
cooperatives — Hamekasher, 
which eventually evolved into Egg- 
ed. and Haxna’avir. which was later 
to become the Dan Bus Company. 

The bulk of Ms work consisted of 
welding cracked engine blocks and 
cylinder heads, and there were - 
plenty of them then, since they 
were made almost exclusively of 
cast iron in those days. 

Business boomed, and by 1935 
Laish hired two workers. Hires 
years later quarters were getting so 
tight that he had to buy a building — 
at Rehov Ha’ ally a — and hia staff 
gradually grew to 70. 

" “Mine is a word-oi-mouth type of 
business," Laish told The 
Jerusalem Poet. "Many bus drivers 
lived in kibbutzim in those days. 
This brought me lots of business 
from these settlements." 

Laish points out that rebuilding 
engines is more Indigenous to Israel 
than to many other countries. “In 
France," he says, “90 per cent of 
the cars on the road are French- 
made and the rest Imported. In Ita- 
ly the proportion is the same. But in 

Israel, where all cars were 

and still are — brought In from 
'abroad, maintaining an adequate 
reserve of spare parts for so many 


different models is just not prac- 
tical. This led to a way of thinking 
here that dictated more repairs 
than replacement. 

“Then came World War II. and 
import of motor vehicle spare parts 
came to a virtual standstill. This 
also gave my business a boost. 

In 1969 the town of Belt Shean, in 
‘the northern Jordan Valley, came 
under Katyusha attack by Palesti- 
nian terrorists. People panicked 
and many young families decided 
to move out. The attacks also coin- 
cided with a spate of unemploy- 
ment then gripping the town. 

To stem this wave of departures, 
the ministries of defence and in- 
dustry and trade appealed to In- 
dustrialists to re-locate to Belt 
Shean and make' available jobs 
there. Laish took up the call and 
moved his plant from Tel Aviv to 
Beit Shean. He promptly trained 
and hired 70 men in town. 

To show its appreciation, the 
defence ministry awarded Laish a 
five-year contract to rebuild the 
engines of five army command cars 
a day. TO date, 14,000 command 
cars and jeeps have been renovated 
In the plant. 

- Towards the end of this year the 
defence ministry will phase down 
the number of orders to TOO annual- 
ly in view of the fact that new, easy- 
to- rebuild engines have been put 
into service in army vehicles, and 
the army has set up Its own 
rebuilding plant. 

So. with ample plant facilities 
and an eager staff of technicians 
available In Beit Shean, Laish is 
now going after the private vehicle 
market. 

"Besides saving the motorist a 
week’s waiting time," Laish told 
The Poet, "we will save him money 
too. We intend to cut about 40 per 
cent off the current price of an 
overhaul through volume produc- 
tion. 

“Every one of our engines will 
carry a date-embossed plate and a 
zero speedometer reading. And we 
guarantee our engines as If they 
were new ones, .with prompt 
replacement In case of failure due 
to our work," Laish said.

NUMEROUS SURVEYS by the In- 
dustrial Development Bank have 
found that setting up & factory for 
Wank el rotary car engines here 
offered no . more economic advan- 
tages than similar concessions 
granted to other countries. In spite 
of this the Industry Ministry has 
over the last ten years poured 
IS89m. in the form of grants and 
loans into the production of this 
angina. To this day no usable engine 
has been produced and the factory 
has not a single order for ita 
product on its book: 

This la stated in the State Comp- 
troller's Report among other ex- 
amples of economically unjustified 
enterprises, which -have enjoyed 
government support. 

Of the 1839m., the company today 
still owes ISl2m., having repaid 
only IS800.000. All stories connected 
with government help for the 

development of the engine have the 
ring of Chelm about them. As tar 
back as 1974. when the Investment 
Centre approved setting up the fac- 
i tory, this was done without a proper 

profitability study and without a 
recommendation by the competent 


department in the Industry 
Ministry. 

In December 1975 the coordinator 
of the Investment Centre approved 
expanding the factory.. This was 
i followed by a further expansion in 
December 1976. The following 
January the amount approved for 
investment was Increased to keep 
up with inflation. 

The' company also received 
research grants, in some cases 
after the projects had already been 
started — without prior approval. 
In other cases, the grants came 
after a project had already been 
ended. All this in contravention of 
proper administrative procedure. 

The company claimed that it had 
ordure for engine spares by the 
Defence Ministry, but no 'proof for 
these claims has ever been found. It 
Is worth noting that a 1977 survey 
by the Industrial Development 
Bank described further in- 
vestments in the project as risky. 
Despite this warning, the Industry 
Ministry agreed to make additional 
Investments. All these investments, 
of course, were fully approved and 
entitled the company to grants, 
loans and tax reductions. 


Going after driving school price cartel 


The Haifa area driving schools 
organization will face criminal 
charges filed by the Industry, 
Trade and Tourism Ministry. The 
ministry has claimed that the 
organization uses cartel practices 
in fixing unified prices higher than 
th&e usual In other parts of the 
country. 

The ministry's restrictive trade 
practices department has pointed 
out that since controls on driving 
lesson prices were removed two 
years ago. various regional 
organizations of the schools have 
attempted to organize themselves 
into cartels. 

Meanwhile driving test can- 
didates In Haifa and the north are 
sometimes forced to -wait three 
months or longer before being call- 


ed, because there are not enough 
examiners, Munya Shavit, of the 
Haifa Driving School Association 
charged recently. "By the time 
those people get before an ex- 
aminer they are either out of prac- 
tice or too nervous to succeed- 
Shavit said that the motor 
vehicles bureau had 50 examiners 
in Haifa until last September, when 
this number was reduced by almost 
half. “If any of the examiners Is ill 
or doing his reserve duty, there ia 
nobody to replace him. They cannot 
possibly cope with increasing 
demands this way." Between 20,000 
and 25,000 people register for a 
driving test in this area, each year 
he said. - '

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A HUGE ALBUM on the coffee table testifies 
'to the magnetic appeal of a single brand 
name. The clippings in the album date back 
only a few months, to the beginning of this 
year — but already fashion writers In coun- 
tries from Scandinavia to Australia have 
singled out Gottex collections for rave 
reviews. 

While other fashion houses are either sink- 
ing or barely keeping their heads above 
water in the sea of economic crises, Gottex is 
plunging ahead on a wave of new conquests. 

It therefore comes as no surprise that 
Gottex will this evening become the recipient 
of the Israel Export Award for 1979. 

Criteria for eligibility for this prestigious 
recognition is tough, and performance in any 
one year, however good, is not enough to 
stand the test. 

The winner is selected from among some 
ISO outstanding exporters in ail fields of in- 
dustry. The firms' exports for the previous 
five years must be in excess of the average of 
all Industrial exports, excluding diamonds, 
as well as In excess of the average of its own 
Industrial category. At least 83 per cent of its 
total production must find its way abroad. 

Gottex, with export sales of 910m. last 
year, achieved 20.9 per cent of all fashion ex- 
ports and 15.0 per cent of Industrial exports. 

The volume of sales, while Important, is 
not the sole factor of determination. The 
judging panel, comprising representatives of 
the Ministry of Industry, Trade and 
Tourism, the Israel Export Institute, The 
Works Committee (Chevrat ha'Ovdim ) and 
the Israel Manufacturers' Association 
checks out subjects such as know-how, quali- 
ty control, research and development, 
marketing, promotion, advertising, 
catalogues, participation in international 
fairs and exhibitions, goodwill and com- 
plaints. 

Gottex scored high marks in all the 
positive areas and low marks in the 
negative. 

Tonight, Gottex joins a particularly elite 
group in that no firm may receive the Export 
Award more than once. 

Gottex now exports to some 70 countries, 
the most recent additions being Taiwan, 
Uruguay, Portugal, Zaire and Chile. As of thi s 
September, Gottex swimwear will also be 
sold in . Egypt. 


Some five or six years ago, the company 
made an attempt to penetrate the Iron Cur- 
tain . achieving mild success in 
Czechoslovakian hotel boutiques in which 
trade In foreign currency was permitted. But 
the Czechs were wary of tbe origins of the 
swimsuits and displayed them with other ex- 
otica under a sign which read “Made in 
Egypt." 

Gottex has* reaped Its greatest glory in 
America, where Leah Gottlieb has been ac- 
corded accolades by leading department 
stores such as Bloomingdales and Saks 5th 
Avenue. On a recent visit to New York, Leah 
Gottlieb encountered Queen Sofia of Spain 
shopping at Saks. Her Majesty spent fliBOO 
on Gottex garments alone. 

Film stars such as Natalie Wood are also 
keen Gottex fans, as evidenced by a cover 
shot on a French magazine. Meanwhile, 
women on much lower incomes are not 
deterred by Gottex price tags. 

While I was ensconced with Leah Gottlieb 
■and her daughter Yehudit Gottfried in the 
comfortable Spring is Here atmosphere of 
Mrs. G's first floor office recently, throngs of 
women were jostling each other downstairs 
on the ground floor, grabbing for items 
offered at a stock clearing bargain sale. 

Although there were some goods available 
for under tL2,000, there was also a good 
selection of mark-downs which had been 
reduced to IL6.000. When I went downstairs 
myself to take a look, the more expensive 
caftans and cover-ups were certainly not be- 
ing ignored. Women of all shapes and sizes, 
hugging' armloads of clothing, were 
clustered around the dressing rooms in 
eagerness to try and buy. 

Where there were limited editions of 
specific garments, women were making 
arrangements among themselves for second 
preference. "If it doesn't fit you, give it to me 
on the way out."' 

The attitude was proof of Leah Gottlieb's 
contention that "the psychology in buying 
beachwear is to buy something good — and 
Gottex is good." 

World economic trends have made slight 
impact on the multi-million dollar enter- 
prise, although Mrs. Gottlieb anticipates 
that the company may feel the pinch next 
year. "We've got no problems in Europe," 
she' says, "but we will face difficulties in. 
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America because we can't raise prices any 
more than we have already." Over the past 
year unit sales In the U.S. have equalled 
those of the previous year. "The only reason 
that there was no increase in sales," ex- 
plains Mrs Gottlieb, "was the price factor." 
Continuing -devaluation of Israeli currency 
and increases In wages '* and fuel costs are 
pushing production costs beyond tbe realms 
of profitability. “We have to find a viable 
solutioni" says Leah Gottlieb. In fact she's 
got one, but she won't reveal it until it 
receives the approval of Industry, Trade and 
Tourism Minister Gidon Fatt who asked her 
to prepare a special report 

Meanwhile, despite a mini erosion on the 
American market 1980 promises to be yet 
another triumphant year for Gottex. 

Promotion-wise, the company scored a 
major coup In New York, when it gave a mid- 
night show on the grand staircase of the 
Metropolitan Opera Hoyse at Lincoln Centre. 
It was the first ever swimwear collection to 
be shown within the stately portals of the 
Met, and to keep in tune with the venue, 
Gottex also showed its stunning collection of 
evening wear, every item of which was 
perfect for a first night st the opera. 

The Amerlcaninthuslasm for Gottex finds 
recurring ecfiees in' Europe. At the 
prestigious Igedo fashion spectacular in 
Dusseldorf, Gottex was asked to stage the 
opening show, scoring yet another feather 
not only in its own cap, but Israel's too. 

In the near future, Gottex may be produc- 
ing a special line of swimwear specially 
designed for Lamborghini and Rolls Royce. 
It's quite an honour when firms with inter- 
national snob appeal turn to Israel for 
assistance in marketing promotion. The ven- 
ture certainly won't do Gottex any harm. 

Even locally, Gottex has no cause for com- 
plaint. While statistics show that national 
consumption la generally on the decline, 
Gottex is doing better than ever — and not 




only on those occasions when It goes in for 
stock clearing. 

Leah Gottlieb’s explanation for this 
phenomenon is that people are more inclined 
to dress better in summer than in winter, and 
if they're buying swimwear, they want the 
best, because therms no way to dlsguise an 
Imperfect swimsuit. ‘An Increase in tourism 
has helped to boost sales over recent months. 
"We’ve never sold as much to tourists as we 
did this season," says Mrs.. Gottlieb. 

What helps to keep Gottex popular beyond 
quality and originality is the fact that all ex- 
port lines are simultaneously released on the 
home front, meaning that beachwear is one 
category of the garment industry in which 
Israeli women don’t have to trail after their 
sisters abroad. In some respects, they’re 
even ahead because Gottex sportswear 
collections are designed exclusively for the 
local market. 

With several overseas trips already behind 
her this year, Leah Gottlieb reports 
authoritatively that sportswear sales have 
dropped drastically all over the world — and 
she's too clever a businesswoman to 
overlook the risk factor. Gottex has never ex- 
ported sportswear, although the company is 
making considerable headway with cocktail 
and evening wear, which It launched on 
foreign markets a little over two years ago. 

The sportswear lines, largely designed by 
Yehudit Gottfried, are casually elegant, 
supremely comfortable, delightfully 
feminine and with few exceptions, suitable 
for all age groups. Leah Gottlieb is quick to 
point out that the emphasis is more on the 
sporty side than on heavy elegance, with a 
lot of mlx-and-match and a suggestion of ac- 
tive sportswear in fine tricot white jogging 
outfits with a variety of colour trims and 
motifs. Co-ordinates in this range Include 
pure cotton jacket-style blouses, skirts, pan- 
ts and Bermuda shorts. 

Gottex has translated denim into superbly 


cut short shorts, skirts, sun-dresses 
double-faced vesta. All the denim 'gaimi* 
are characterised by gold studs. ~

way, writes Sandra Skarbek. 



anywhere else than there, because 
It has such ft lot to offer in the way 
of culture, with a huge library, 
visiting theatre groups, concerts 
and movies. My mother, frankly 
isn't thrilled at my way of Ufq in 
Israel. She visited me and couldn't 
understand how our apartment was 
so small, when I have my own 
house In Chester Square. However, 
I decorated our kibbutz home com- 
pletely In Laura Ashley wall- 
papers, curtains and linen, so it 
looks very pretty." 

In London, last year while seeing 
to repairs of her house Jackie was 
asked by the Israel Embassy to co- 
ordinate the Fashion Week, and 
although she had not done any 
fashion work before, she took to the 
job like a duck to water. 

Tall, blonde and elegant, Jackie 
at 40. is pushing all the way for the 
success of Israeli fashion. 

"What I'm interested in Is to have 
Israel fashion come out under its 
Own banner. I want people to walk 
into the London shops and say: 'I 
w Aht something from Israel,' the 
way they ask for French or Italian 
clothes. I know Gottex, Diva and 
Beged-Or sell well in London, but no 
one knows that they are made in 
Israel. 

"I think, recently we’ve made 
great Inroads on the English 
market with Harrods, The John 
Lewis Company, Debenham’s and 
C & A, besides lots of small chains 
all over England. This is due a lot to 
the influence of Lord Sieff, and the 
Marks & Spencer group; And also 
the Fashion Committee of the 
Anglo-Israel Chamber Df 
Commerce, headed by Conrad 
Morris." 

With all that, Jackie feels that 
Israeli fashion is not marketed 
properly, with time delays over 
merchandise arrivals and sizing be- 
ing the prime offenders. But, "you 
can’t tell Israelis that, they are so 
sure of themselves." 

Yael Ma talon, Director of Con- 
sumer Goods at the Israel Export 


Institute was also in London for the 
fashion week. ‘ 

"London was wonderful for us 
this time," said Mrs. Matelon. 
However the plans Tor the next 
week there this September may 
mean a Tuesday opening instead of 
Monday. Explains Mrs. Matalon, 
"Monday is not a good day to start, 
because the English firms do their 
meetings of the previous week's 
takings, so it was pretty quiet here 
on the first day. On Tuesday, people 
started coming and we were very 
busy until the end." 

Prudence Glynn, fashion editor of 
"The Times," devoted two 
succeeding weeks in February to 
Israel and Israeli fashion. 

She said that, “My own view (on 
Israel fashion) Is that Israel should 
concentrate on what it does best. 
■That it should narrow the range of 
clothing that it offers and expand 
the market areas. 

"In a highly competitive market, 
you have to aim straight. The 
easiest target to hit is the one that 
equates with your own lifestyle — . 
the Italians changed the world with 
Palazzo Pyjamas, even If half of 
them were living In bedsits. Israel 
Is looking towards South Africa; It 
ought to try Australia, Egypt. 
Anywhere where the climate and 
light Is the same os their own coun- 
try and thus they can relate to it 
naturally as designers." 

Two other English journalists 
who gave favourable reviews to 
Israel fashion were Suzanne 
Trower and Barbara Henderson. 

Suzanne Trower Is fashion editor 
of "IM International," the British 
equivalent in the trades to 
"Women's Wear Dally" in the U.S. 
She reported: "With a realistic ap- 
proach towards the general fashion 
and textile recession, Israel's most 
serious exporters came up with a 
hard sell, no shocks or surprises ex- 
hibition. They have major plana to 
increase exports still further and 
penetrate new markets like South 
Africa, South America and 


Australia, which will, because of 
the climatic differences in seasons, 
allow their high quality production 
to be utilised to the full." 

Suzanne Trower pinpointed the 
important Israeli ideas for winter 
1980-81, Including: 

• Quilting — worked diagonally, 
horizontally, vertically, used for 
whole or part garment. 

• Fabrics — winter weight cot- 
tons, corduroys, sweatshlrtlngs, 
tweeds, flannels, leathers, and 
suedes, and most important, 
denim. 

• Decorated leathers — fringed, 
hand-painted, printed, fur lines, fur 
collared, quilted, embroidered and 
appliqued gloving leathers, glace 
calfs. pigskins, reverse suedes. 

• Knitwear — jacquards most im- 
portant for multi-piece coordinated 
outfits that mix tradition a) patterns 
like Aztecs and Fair Isles with mod- 
em bold geometries — mixed tex- 
tures, like Chenilles, soft hairy 
yarns for soft feminine looks. 

■ Sportswear — jogging outfits 
still ahead; newest when decorated 
piped, printed, appliqued on 
stripped sweat-shlrtlngs, classic 
looks favour stretch pants In cor- 
duroy; flannel and denim, most 
successful tried and tested- 
sportswear items are .cowboy 
shirts, jumpsuits, dungarees, 
baggy jeans, toreador pants* 
classic pants, blousons, anoraks, 
blazers, pleated skirts, and modifi- 
ed dirndls. 

Barbara Henderson, fashion 
editor of the Birmingham "Evening 
Mail," said that Israeli manufac- 
turers have got the English climate 
all wrapped up. 

"But.” she wrote, "not just 
wrapped up. Also beautifully 
packaged, colourful and warm. 
What we see, too, is goods at com- 
petititve prices, since Israel ex- 
ports to EEC countries with no Im- 
port duties. And why, no doubt, they - 
attract such big buyers as Marks & 
Spencer, Debenhams. Little woods. 
Tesco, British Home Stores and C & 
A. 

"These big boys In the fashion 
merry-go-round expect good taste 
clothes with a touch of flair but 
none of the razzamatazz of fancy 
dress." 

T, myself, found the English very 
professional In their attitude to buy- 
ing and selling. However, the 
general merchandise I saw in the 
London stores was badly made. 
Compared to that, Israeli 
workmanship la excellent. The best 
clothes in London are not English, 
but Italian, French and Israeli. For 
trend-setting clothes, the best place 
is the Kings Road, where you'll find 
the best-cut jumpsuits In town. *

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It takes ingenuity to make cheap materials 
special, writes Post Art Editor Meir Ronnen. 
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FAMED Swediah-Amerlcan pop- 
artist Claes Oldenbuxg has produc- 
ed a remarkably striking body of 
monumental sculptures (and plans 
and drawings for some truly gigan- 
tic ones) by enlarging tiny worka- 
day objects hundreds, even 
thousands of times : he turns a com- 
mon clothes peg into a monumental 
arch; or connects a series of elec- 
trical plugs to form an unusual 
museum building. r 

The Bezalel Academy exhibition- 
cum- bazaar at Jerusalem's Plaza 
Hotel last week, showed its 
jewellery department students do- 
ing just the opposite: miniaturizing 
anything from traffic signs to tools 
in order to provide motifs for con- 
temporary costume jewellery. 

Once upon a time, when girls 
went to balls In glass slippers, all 
jewellery was made of sliver and 
gold and. of course, jewels. Even in 
antiquity, when jewellery was also 
invested with ritual and magical 
powers, the wearer was to be 
beautified as well as invested with 
an air of mystery (both still go hand 
In hand). Regrettably, modern 
jewellery, Including some designed 
at Bezalel, has lost much of these 
qualities. 

Mundane motifs often reduce 
matters to mere decoration. But not 
always. The miniature traffic signs 
at the Bezalel show were pretty 
tacky, even trite. But an im- 
prisoned bubble based on the spirit- 
level was positively intriguing and 
quite well set off. 

- Part of the reason for the 
difference in success was the choice 
of materials, the traffic signs being 
worked in cheap plastic. It takes 
rare Ingenuity to invest really 
cheap materials with an air of 
precious ness or feeling of being 
something special. 

Cheap costume Jewellery became 
the vogue only with the advent of 
Woolworth-llke chain stores. It 


tended to ape “real" Jewellery in 
look, design and motif, using glass, 
beads and alloys Instead of precious 
stones and metals. It was worn by 
the shopgirls who sold it. Its 
economics made It a function of 
class; and Its taste, was often work- 
ing class. Costume Jewellery nearly 
always looked cheap. 

.Until a few years ago Bezalel 
students were still making classical 
jewellery in classical materials, 
rarely advancing beyond the rather 
delightful romanticism of art 
nouveau. The main inspirations 
were pattern geometry and nature. 

But even before gold and silver 
began to price itself out of the 
middle-class market, Professor 
Arle Oflr decided to attempt a 
reform of both design and 
materials. But his students have 
rung up less than a 50 per cent 
success record. Many of them have 
thrown the elegance and mystery 
out with the bathwater. 

They now use plastics, leather, 
aluminium, > steel wire, even zip' 
fasteners. They sometimes tend to 
create miniature sculpture and the 
interaction with the limb or body Is- 
often lost: appeal is concentrated in 
the "cuteness" of the motif. 

Happily, Ofir has, In most cases, 
managed to make his students con- 
scious of their bodies as vehicles for 
"decoration.” Even an unromantic ' 
cloth es-peg-spring design lies well 
as a pectoral pendant, for Instance. 
Jewellery and Its wearer most 
inter-act. 

But as long as women buy and 
wear jewellery to "do something 
for themselves," to call attention, 
to add a dash of verve,, contrast, 
beauty and mystery, new jewellery 
design will have to take old-' 
fashioned femininity into account. 
A tiny pearl in an earlobe can often 
do more for a girl than even a 
Picasso suspended at her throat. In 
jewellery, as in art, less is often 
more.

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Surplus steel sold to Egypt

HAIFA. — Twenty thousand tons of 
building steel, manufactured by the 
Koor-owned Steel City in Acre, 
which had remained unsold, have 
been exported to Egypt, The 
Jerusalem Post, has learned. 

Steel City general manager Uri 
Bar-Ratson told The Post that his 
company had sold the surplus steel, 
for which there had been no ready 
market In Israel, to a firm of inter- 
national brokers In Europe far $305 
a ton, for a total of Just over fOm. 

“We delivered the steel in Haifa 
port and did not know where it was 
being shipped to. Our contract was 
for delivery' to the port," Bar- 
Ratson said. 

The Post learned, that the steel 
was loaded onto a number of 
chartered freighters and shipped 
directly to Egypt during the past 
several weeks.

'"The basic fact is that either you 
control the system or the system 
controls you. There is no middle 
ground. And the system today is 
controlling the country." 

However, he admits that Hurvitz 
made some attempts when he 
assumed office to control Inflation, 
“but he took steps, he did not work 
out an overall plan." His credit 
squeeze led to an Initial decline in 
the cost-of-living index, but these 
decreases were mainly achieved at 
the expense of the private sector of 
the economy, where storekeepers 
kept the prices even, or even 
lowered them, as they liquidated 
part of their Inventory. 

But when the public sector is such 
a major part of the GNP, any long- 
term reduction in the rate of infla- 
tion can only be achieved if the 
public sector is cut back substan- 
tially. 

The Likud, when it came to power 
with the slogan of “letting the 
forces of a free market play" 
forgot, among other things, to 
realize that the free market forces 
have much less effect on the overall 


.economy than supposed, aiid that 
they have almost no effect on the 
public sector. 

The key to a partial- remedy of 
Israel's economic problems, he and. 
his staff believe, lies therefore in 
theactJvitles of the government sec- 
tor 

If politically you cannot lire Inef- 
ficient workers, if you cannot lower 
real wages, if you cannot cut back 
on the number of those employed by 
the various ministries, and if you 
cannot control the expenditures of 
these ministries, you should not be 
surprised If inflation is the 
automatic consequence. 

Dr. Gerstenfeld is not sure how 
much longer the present situation 
can go on. But one can almost say 
cynically that it cannot last forever, 
and It cannot even last for many 
years. But every politician hopes 
that the deluge will not come when 
' he is in office, but when .the opposi- 
tion is in power. 

Returning to the cuts in the 
defence ministry, he notes that 
“every civilian called up for 
reserve duty knows, of cases of 
gross waste. And this civilian only 
sees the tip of the iceberg-” 

As for Ms other three predictions, 
one is that the country would move 
Into a recession in 1980. He was 
right. 

Bubble other two predictions still 
have to come true. One says that 
there will be significant unemploy- 
ment in 1980; the other says that the 
stock market in the long run will not 
perform exceptionally well in 1980.

Dead diplomacy 

THE OLIVE BRANCH seemingly proffered by Saudi Arabia's 
Crown Prince Fahd, through an interview in ‘The Washington 
Post," to Israel has not received the attention it deserves. 

It consisted of a pledge that Saudi Arabia would do its utmost 
to bring the Arabs, including the Palestinians, to a "final and 
full peace settlement" with Israel, if Israel for its part should 
“declare Its sincere intention of withdrawing from the lands oc- 
cupied in 1967." These lands would be earmarked for a Palesti- 
nian state: but a separate statement by Prince Abdullah Ibn 
Abdel Aziz, commander of the Saudi National Guard, suggested 
that Saudi Arabia would see to it that such a state was a factor 
for stability and not a communist base of aggression. 

All this is not an undertaking by Saudi Arabia to replace its 
own state of war with Israel with a state of peace — even a 
"passive," let alone an "active" peace. And Saudi Arabia^ its 
fabulous oil wealth notwithstanding, has yet to prove its ability 
to shape its own destiny, never mind the political orientation of 
another Arab state. 

Moreover, in making his statement to Katharine Graham, 
publisher of "The Washington Post," in Riyadh, Prince Fahd 
perhaps expected that his call for Israeli withdrawal from all 
the occupied lands would be met with a rebuff, and not only 
from Mr. Begin. Thus it may be said that he ran no risk of 
alienating any body of Arab opinion in coming out with his offer. 

At the same time the de facto Saudi ruler was able to cut a 
figure of reasonableness and moderation in American eyes, 
which lately had been looking with some disfavour on the coun- 
try of the "Death of a Princess." 

Although he no longer insisted an actual Israeli pullout as a 
condition of settlement, he did not budge on the territorial issue, 
nor on the issue of Jerusalem. But he stood his ground without 
putting on belligerent airs. And his entire proposal, such an it 
was, could he portrayed as a contribution to the cause of Arab- 
Israel peace at the very time the autonomy talks between Israel 
and Egypt were stalled. 

At the very least, it implied that the richest Arab country had 
finally laid to rest the three ghost-like negatives of Khar toum 
Now given that the evacuation of the occupied territories (as 
part of a "comprehensive settlement") is accepted as an article 
of political faith all around the world ("with insubstantial 
modifications," in the U.S. version), how should Israel have 
reacted to. the Fahd initiative? 

A regime other than the Likud’s might have welcomed the 
crown prince's statement, while making the obvious point that 
under resolution 242 Israel is only obligated to withdraw to 
"secure and recognized boundaries.". The Israel government 
would then have challenged the Saudi ruler to support the idea 
of negotiating such new boundaries, according to the timetable 
of the mooted autonomy. 

The Likud regime, however, is committed, in defiance of 
Resolution 242, to keeping Israel's permanent hold over all the 
territories left after the cession of Sinai. That is why its only 
(unofficial) reaction was to suggest that the Saudi statement 
was mere "gimmickry" and that it contained "nothing new and 
nothing serious. 11 - - 

The same could, unfortunately, be said with justice of 
Jerusalem's response. With this difference: that Prince Fahd 
has shown himself a past master of the art of public diplomacy, 
while our government or official sources have revealed 
themselves as lacking in any appreciation for even the need for 
such diplomacy. 

In fact there is reason to wonder whether Israel today has any 
diplomacy. 


POSTSCRIPTS 

3. BEINHACKER, former vice- 
chairman of the Maccabl Union, 
writes from Haifa to remind us that 
two Jewish athletes who were to 
represent Austria/Czechoslovakia 
in the 1936 Olympic Games in 
Berlin and who refused to travel to 
Germany and bow before Hitler, 
are living In. Israel today. 

Judith Deutsch-Haspel, the 
Austrian swimming champion from 
Hakoah Vienna, is a resident of 
Hcrzliya and Franz Fischer, a 
member of the Czech waterpolo 
champions since 1929, Hegibor 
Prague, lives in Haifa. Whereas the 
Austrians did not react to Hakoah’a 
refusal, the Czech Swimming 
Association suspended Haglbor’s 
activity for six months. Only after 
the intervention of the two Zionist 
members of the Czech parliament 
was the suspension called off after 
two months. 

In this connection it may be of in- 
terest that another waterpolo 
player in the Czech national team, 
named Epstein, who was Jewish 
but assimilated and belonged to a 
Czech patriotic club, participated 
in the Berlin games, but bad to 
(cave "his" country In 1939 shortly 
after the occupation. He went to the 
U.S.. but sent his daughter Judith to 
the Hebrew University. Recently 
she published a book: Children of 
thr ffolncnu-st. 


THE INCREASED rains this year 
were partially due to Mekorot's ef- 
forts to seed potential rain clouds 
with silver Iodide, the national 
water company's spokesman 
Mordechai Yacobovitch announced 
recently. 

Yacobovitch was not able to state 
exactly how much the seeding has 
increased the rains. But Prof. 
Yehuda Neumann of the Depart- 
ment of Atmospheric Sciences at 
Hebrew University, which works 
with Mekorot on cloud-seeding 
operations, told us that seeding 
generally increases rains between 
12 to 16 per cent, and that this year 
they were especially successful. 

Yacobovitch added that this year 
the seeding planes covered the 
whole country for the first time. In 
previous years the planes seeded 
clouds only In the northern part of 
Israel. The planes logged a record 
530 flight hours this season.

Post Washington Correspondent WOLF BLITZER 
describes the conflicting views .within the U.S. Ad- 
ministration over the value of the Israeli-Egyptian peace 
process. 


THE MAY 28 “goal" for concluding 
the Palestinian autonomy 
negotiations has come and gone, 
and some U.S. officials are wonder- 
ing whether it was 'worthwhile for 
the U.S. to have invested so much of 
its prestige and influence in the 
Israel-Egyptlan peace treaty in the 
first place. 

While everyone of importance in 
the Carter Administration agrees 
that the Israeli-Egyptian peace 
treaty will remain tenuous, at best, 
as long as there is no breakthrough 
on the Palestinian front, there -are 
conflicting assessments of the- In- 
herent value of the overall Camp 
David peace process. 

Basically, there are three schools 
of thought: 

According to Vice President 
' Walter Mondale, special Middle. 
East Ambassador Sol Unowltz and 
a few other senior U-S. officials, the 
treaty by itself represents a major 
achievement for U.S. national in- 
terests, even if additional progress 
in broadening the agreement by in- 
volving other Arabs remains 
elusive. 

The- fact that Israel and Egypt, 
the two moot powerful countries In 
the region, are at peace, has to be a 
good thing, according to these of- 
ficials, most of whom are 
associated with the more "pro- 
Israel" camp in the administration. 

ON THE opposite side are the hard- 
core "Arabists" In the' State 
Department. Privately, they 
believe the peace treaty may have 
been a mistake for the U.S. to spon- 
sor, particularly In the light of the 
Soviet incursion into Afghanistan. 

By splitting the Arab and Moslem 
world, the treaty has made it more 
difficult for the U.S. to rally support 
against the Soviet Union. 

National Security Adviser 
Zbigniew Bnezlnskl, who is believ- 
ed to be loosely aligned with this se- 
cond school of thought, suspects 
that Israel received too much and 
gave too little In the treaty. 

The treaty removed the major 
military threat facing Israel, but 
failed to win a firm commitment 
from Israel to pull out of the West 
Bank and Gaza — or even to stop es- 
tablishing new settlements there. 

Outside the U.S. government, this 
way of thinking la articulated meat 
prominently by former under- 
secretary of state George Ball.

Times" last week, diplomatic cor- 
respondent Bernard Gwertxman 
noted that "some administration 
experts" share the West European 
desire to recognize Palestinian self- 
determination by amending UN 
Security Council resolution 242. He 
noted that these officials "are not 
encouraged to voice it publicly." 

He added: “Within the State 
Department, there are specialists 
who want to see a policy followed 
that would be more acceptable to 
the Arabs so that a confrontation 
with the Europeans could be 
avoided." 

In between these two camps is 


President Jimmy Carter, who tends 
to go along with a middle approach. 
Former secretary of state Cyrus 
Vance was also associated with this 
position. It Is premature to suggest 
where his successor, Edmund 
Muskle. will line up, although at tala 
first Washington news conference 
on May 20, Muslde publicly defend- 
ed the Camp David accords as the 
best possible approach. i 

IN REJECTING any West Euro- 
pean Initiative designed to change 
resolution 242, Muslde noted that 
“nothing that has been proposed 
from the sidelines, so far sal can 
see. bolds out a better prospect for 
coming to grips” with the "fun- 
damental questions and the issue of 
autonomy and more effectively 
than the (Camp David) talks." 

He warned that any outside in- 
terference would "set back In 
time" the prospects for moving 
ahead on the Palestinian question. 

Carter's middle-ground approach 
recognizes that the Israeli- 
Egyptian treaty and the Palesti- 
nian “framework" agreement oh 
autonomy have bro u g h t some real 
benefit to the U.S. But this view also 
insists that the real achievements 
for America will arise only after the 
Palestinian question is resolved. 

It’s exactly that type of t hinkin g 

this near fixation on the centrali- 
ty of the Paleatinian question — 
which has been the single most con- 
sistent aspect of the Carter Ad- 
ministration's Middle East policy 
since January 1977. 

THERE HAVE BEEN dramatic 
shifts in U.S. tactics during the past 
three-and-a-half years, particularly 
following president Anwar Sadat's 
journey to Jerusalem In November 

1977. 

But the administration's fun- 
damental overall objective — 
achieving a comprehensive settle- 
ment and resolving the Palestinian 
question — remains the same. 

The determination to move ahead 
on the Palestinian front, coupled 
with the splits within the ad- 
ministration itself on the value of 
file progress achieved to date, has 
tended to confuse Arabs, Israelis, 
Europeans — and everyone else. 

Some cynical observers in 
Washington believe that the 
threatened West European Initiative 
could be viewed as a natural out- 
growth of America’s own mixed 
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signals over the past few years, 
despite the administration’s strong 
campaign at the moment to block 
meddling of Britain, France, 
West Germany and the others. 

But these U.S. efforts might not 
succeed. The Europeans,, effective- 
ly shut out of Middle East 
diplomacy since 1973, appear to be 
eager to get back. In, according to 
U.S. officials, who cite dependence 
on Arab oil as the basic reason. 

The failure to meet the May 26 
target date has offered the 
Europeans exactly the opening they 
wanted. - 

TOP ADMINISTRATION officials 
are still trying to get the autonomy 
negotiations back on track. But 
their efforts have been seriously 
complicated because the 
Palestinians and their supporters 
are now waiting for a more attrac- 
tive (European) offer. 

Middle East specialists in the ad- 
ministration sympathetic to the 
European Initiative readily con- 
cede that the UJ3. itself over the 
past few years has indicated its own 
support for exactly those positions 


now being advanced by 
Europeans.

Sir, — At the time of the Rabin 
governmen t.. Agud at Ylsrael con- 
stantly attacked the NRF for 
remaining,.

THE COST OF NEONATAL CARE 


& 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Poet 

Sir. — In his letter concerning the 
payment for neonatal care (May'6) , 
Professor Eidelman correctly 
pointed out that the problem 
applies not only to Hadassah, but to 
other hospitals a a well. We have 
consistently emphasised this in all 
our discussions with various 
governmental agencies, following 
the publicity given to the problem 
by the media. Unfortunately, 
despite promises made publicly 
that an Immediate financial solu- 
tion would be found to prevent the 
enforced closure of newborn Inten- 
sive care beds, no such payment 
has been forthcoming and we are 
again faced with an order to close 
beds as of June 1. 

We should like to emphasise that 
there Is no payment at all for new- 
born Intensive care. The financial 
burden falls entirely on the treating 
hospital and hence, the larger and 
busier tbe unit, the greater the 
penalty for the hospital. Our unit is 
the only unit In the Jerusalem area 
equipped to allow for the transport 


of sick premature Infants from 
other hospitals and we are thus 
bearing the additional penalty of 
caring for infants bom elsewhere 
who would almost certainly have 
died. 

On documented statistics, failure 
to provide newborn intensive care 
at the standard available in 
specialised centres such as 
Hadassah and Sha’are Zedek would 
cost the state some 300 or more 
Uvea a year and about ILBO, 000,000 
( 32 , 000 , 000 ) for the care of han- 
dicapped children who could have 
been normal.

Sir, — The letter from' N. 
Luceanu of Haifa (“Emergency 
room- admission procedural — 
April 27) opened up a trash wound. 

Last December 8, our youngest 
son, Brian, a freshman at Tel Aviv 
University, died of leukemia in 
Ichllov Hospital In Tel Aviv v ffla 
cancer condition was discovered, 
(and we were informed) only 18 
days before he d!ed. For almost two • 
months before that, he waa treated 
by Kupat Holim for. a throat infec- 
tion. Sores on his body that did not 
heal (an obvious sign of malfunc- 
tioning blood) were not in- 
vestigated properly. 

Upon putting himself in the 
h 08 pitar~emerg'ency room on 
November 21 (he had not been able 
to swallow for a few days and waa 
feeling terrible) , he waa about to be 
sent home (after. having a throat 
culture taken) when, by chance, a 
hematologist came Into the 
emergency room while some dis- 
turbed nurses were trying to con- 


vince the doctor in charge that our 
son was too sick to send away. The 
hematologist requested a blood 
test, which revealed that Brian had 
practically no white corpuscles left 
in his blood. 

As it turned out. it is unlikely that 
our son’s life could have been 
prolonged very much even if the 
cancer had been detected much 
earlier. Since he died, I wrote a 
letter to tbe hematologist at Ichllov 
In charge of my son's care, 
suggesting that the education of 
Kupat Holim and emergency room 
personnel be Improved. H not, 
future patients who have arrestable 
cancer and other diseases may die 
needlessly. That doctor (and the 
hospital) has not even had the 
courtesy to reply. 

There was no excuse, no excuse 
for the poor diagnostic services per- 
formed by Kupat Holim and the 
Ichllov Hospital emergency room 
doctor (then In charge) for my son.
